‘‘I want to make a new part­ 
nership with the governors to 
evolve programs,” Carter said. 
Republican governors cau­ 
cused, too, but they had no 
business to conduct so they 
campaigned 
against 
Carter. 
Gov. Dan Evans of Washington 
said Carter is like a skyrocket 
— “He’s burst so spectacularly 
... but he’ll go down just as 
fast.” 
Evans said voters will turn to 
President Ford in the end. 
“They'll realize that solid ac­ 
complishment is more impor­ 
tant than good teeth and a 
smile," he said.

tory basis. 
Be it resolved by the people of 
the State of Missouri that the 
Constitution be amended: 
One new section is added to 
Article III of the Constitution of 
Missouri to be known as Section 
48(a) and to read as follows: 
Section 48(a). Nothing in Ar­ 
ticle I, Section 7, Article III, Sec­ 
tion 38(a), Article IX, Section 8, 
or any other provision in this 
Constitution shall prevent the 
enactment of laws which provide 
services for the handicapped, 
secular textbooks, and 
tran ­ 
sportation of pupils free to all 
school children on an equitable 
basis and without discrimination 
on the grounds of race, creed, 
color, national origin or school 
attended. For the purposes of 
this section, “school” shall mean 
any elementary or secondary 
school, public or non-public, 
within this State wherein a child 
may fulfill compulsory school at­ 
ten d an ce 
re q u ire m e n ts 
as

My 
problem is that I do not know 
what to eat, when to eat, how 
much to eat and still lose 
weight too. Can you help me? 
DEAR READER - My 
first problem would be in 
agreeing with the diagnosis of 
hypoglycemia (low blood 
sugar). I do not think such a 
diagnosis is valid at all unless 
the blood test shows a low 
level at the same time the per­ 
son is having typical symp­ 
toms. Too often a patient has 
a test like you had and one or 
more readings are low. 
Despite the fact the patient 
doesn’t have one symptom 
that could be caused by low 
blood sugar he gets the 
diagnosis. The truth is that 
lots of normal people in tip­ 
top health have intermittent 
low blood glucose readings. 
One of the m ore recent 
reports of this was in the 
Journal 
of the American 
Medical Assn. of a study done 
a t F i t z s i m m o n s Army 
Hospital. Healthy people had 
levels below 40 milligrams 
and no symptoms. Unless you 
had symptoms with your low 
reading I think your diagnosis 
is incorrect. 
Assuming that you did have 
symptoms and that your 
diagnosis is correct then you 


will have to construct a diet 
based on lean meats, lean 
fish, lean poultry. Cut all the 
fat away. Prepare by broiling, 
boiling ( po a ch in g) or 
roasting. Lean fish would in­ 
clude sole, cod, flounder, tur­ 
bot. Young chicken and young 
turkey is lower in fat than 
larger birds. Remove the skin 
to eliminate fat and use only 
the white meat for the least 
fat. 
For the rest of your diet 
c o n c e n t r a t e 
on 
leafy 
vegetables that you would get 
in a salad and do not use fatty 
salad dressings. Use some of 
the d ietetic low calorie 
dressings. You can use cab­ 
bage, lettuce, broccoli and 
bulky vegetables of this type 
and raw vegetables such as 
carrots. 
You need some cereal and I 
would suggest a bowl of Bran 
Buds or All Bran each day to 
maintain some bulk in your 
diet. You can reverse the 
order of your meals each day 
if you really have had symp­ 
toms of hypoglycemia.

The first president began his 
will, wiiiten in the summer be- 
fore his death, simply enough: 
“1 Geoi ge Washington of Mount 
Vernon 
a citizen of the 
United States.

Piesident of the same ...” 
Washington's 
will 
was 
unique in his tendency to ex­ 


plain what he had in mind,” 
Weaver said. “He included his 
philosophy, that young people 
should be able to get an educa­ 
tion here, that they ought not to 
go abroad for schooling.” 
Many of the early testators 
made disposition of specific 
personal possessions, often of 
patriotic significance. “There 
were what seem s like dozens of 
walking canes made from the 
wood 
of 
the 
frigate 
Con­ 
stitution,” Weaver noted with a 
laugh. 
While most of the later wills 
have been long and complex 
because of taxes, trusts and 
various legalities, Calvin Cool­ 
idge’s was the shortest and 
simplest of a ll: 
“Not unmindful of my son 
John, I give all my estate both 
real and personal to my wife I 
Grace Coolidge, in fee simple 


— Home at Washington, Dis­ 
trict of Columbia this twentieth 
day December, A.D. nineteen 
hundred and twenty six.” 
“It contains a simple idea, 
basically ‘I leave everything to 
my wife even though I realize 
my son is around.’ By men­ 
tioning the son he shows it was 
not a matter of oversight,” 
Weaver explained. 
“It’s completely consistent 
with Coolidge’s reputation for 
succinct expression. But it’s too 
short. It does the job and gives 
everything to his wife. But it 
would have been better if he 
had named her executrix, sav­ 
ing additional expense incurred 
in the administration of the es­ 
tate.” 
Nine presidents referred to 
the presidential papers in their 
wills, with John Quincy Adams 
directing 
his 
son 
Charles 
Francis as executor to create a 
special fireproof place for the 
papers. 
“But with the exception of 
the two Adamses the handling 
of papers is rather haphazard 
until we get to Franklin Roose­ 
velt, who got a library and mu­ 
seum 
established,” 
Weaver 
said. “It is abundantly appar­ 
ent, from Washington to John­ 
son, all thought and acted on 


the belief that the papers be­ 
longed to them personally.” 
The figure of four out of 35 
presidents who died intestate is 
much lower than the national 
average, Weaver pointed out, 


since “probably something like 
50 per cent of the population 
dies without a will. 
“It’s a failure that is not un­ 
common and may stem from 
an unwillingness of people to 
accept their own mortality. 
Some people are superstitious 
and think it may somehow ac­ 
celerate the event. 
“ People should have wills, 
even people who think they 
don’t have anything to leave 
may acquire assets,” added the 
54-year-old professor who first 
made his own will at age 27. 
“I had just gotten married 
and thought the 50 cents I had 
ought to go to my wife,” he ex­ 
plained with a smile.

"It contains a simple idea, 
basically I leave every thing to 
my wife even though I realize 
my son is around.’ By men­ 
tioning the son he shows it was 
not a matter of oversight," 
Weaver explained. 
" It ’s completely consistent 
with Coolidge’s reputation for 
succinct expression But it's too 
short. It does the job and gives 
everything to his wife. But it 
would have been better if he 
had named her executrix, sav­ 
ing additional expense incurred 
in the administration of the es­ 
tate " 
Nine presidents referred to 
the presidential papers in their 
wills, with John Quincy Adams 
directing 
his 
son 
Charles 
Francis as executor to create a 
special fireproof place for the 
papers. 
"But with the exception of 
the two Adamses the handling 
of papers is rather haphazard 
until we get to Franklin Roose­ 
velt, who got a library and mu­ 
seum 
established," 
Weaver 
said. "It is abundantly appar­ 
ent. from Washington to John­ 
son. all thought and acted on 


the belief that the papers be­ 
longed to them personally.” 
The figure of four out of 35 
presidents who died intestate is 
much lower than the national 
average, Weaver pointed out, 


since "probably something like 
50 per cent of the population 
dies without a will. 
" It ’s a failure that is not un­ 
common and may stem from 
an unwillingness of people to 
accept their 
own 
mortality. 
Some people are superstitious 
and think it may somehow ac­ 
celerate the event. 
"People should have wills, 
even people who think they 
don’t have anything to leave 
may acquire assets," added the 
54-year-old professor who first 
made his own will at age 27. 
" I had just gotten married 
and thought the 50 cents I had 
ought to go to my wife," he ex­ 
plained with a smile.
